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ORLD communism is the 
most powerful and evil 

force in the world today; it 
threatens the very existence of 
Christianity, democracy and 
liberty in Europe and is plotting 
the collapse of the United States 
Government and the substitution 
of a Soviet world state. That is 
the thesis set forth by former 
Representative Hamilton Fish in 
a book that intellectually is on a 
par with many of his Congres- 
sional speeches. In fact, much of 
“The Challenge of World Com- 
munism" appears to be a justifi- 
cation of the  ultra-isolationist 
stand of the author in the period 
between the outbreak of the war 
in Europe and Pear! Harbor. 

In phrases that might have 
been quoted from The Daily 
Worker, Mr. Fish demands to 
know ‘why American troops are 
interfering in Chinese domestic 
controversies” and warns that 
“under our present policy we are 
drifting through the back door of 
the Far East into another World 
War.” But when he comes to the 
fate of eastern and _ central 
Europe, Mr. Fish thinks that 
Great Britain and the United 
States must take “a firm and 
positive stand.” Acknowledging 


that the only thing that the 


Soviet Government understands | 
is strength, he nevertheless in- . 
sists that “we must not budge an | 
inch.” Apparently, he still be-— 
lieves in the feasibility of a 
strong diplomatic policy, without 
the military force to back it up. 

Most of Mr. fish's book is = 
made up of a hodgepodge of 
citations from the writings of | 
well-known anti-Communist pub- 
licists of varying reputations— — 
Max Eastman, David J. Dallin, | 
Karl H. von Wiegand, Winston | 
Churchill, Clare Boothe Luce, | 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen, Upton 
Close and Representative John E. 
Rankin, among others. He also 
cites at considerable length testi- 
mony given by William 2. Foster 
before a House Investigating 
Committee headed by Mr. Fish 
in 1930. 

Mr. Fish concludes that the 
time is ripe for the formation of 
a nation-wide, nonpartisan anti- 
Communist organization. He of- 
fers to contribute a substantial 
part of the profits from this boo« 
to such a cause, and invites read- 
ers who share his views to com- 
municate with him, The Commu- 
nist conspiracy in the United 
States must be exposed if we are 
to save America, he says; but he 
has confidence that if the Ameri- 
can people are told the truth, 
they will save this country from 
the fate of “other complacent 
nations.”
